Ending 22-Year Span 
As Top Administrator 
Of SIU; Emeritus Post 


Citing restrictions on His time 
to administer Southern Illinois 
University, Dr. Delyte W. Mor- 
ris, president, obtained approv- 
al Friday for a plan under 
which he will become president 
emeritus Sept. 1, 1970, go on 
sabbatical leave of absence 
Dec. 1, 1971, and then retire 
Sept. 1, 1973. 

Dr. Morris, 63, president since 
1948, has been credited with 
outstanding leadership in ex- 
panding enrollment, 3300 to 
35,154, including development 
of the Southwestern campus 
here in the early 1960s as well 
as major expansion: of the ori- 
ginal college facilities at Car- 
bondale. 

He had lost much of his in- 
fluence with legislators and 
with SIU trustees in recent 
months. Factors included the 
high cost of a residential and 
guest house at Carbondale, and 
student unrest which. led to 
closing of the Carbondale cam- 
pus earlier than scheduled this 
spring. 

Procedural Study Awaited 

With a Chicago management 
consultant firm due to complete 
a lengthy report on SIU admin- 
istrative practices July 8, there 
is speculation that it may rec- 
ommend major changes. 

A faculty committee reported- 
ly has proposed more autonomy 
for the two campuses, possibly 
leading to separation at some 
levels. 

The SIU board last Nov. 12 
voted to create a new position 
of university director to relieve 
Dr. Morris’ of most operating 
responsibilities, with him in- 

considering future plan- 
ning.\It has not been filled. 

The SIU-SW campus is. di- 
rectéd by Dr. John Rendleman, 
chancellor. At Carbondale, Dr. 
Robert MacVicar has left to be- 
come a university president in 
Oregon and Dr. Willis Malone 
is acting chancellor. 

Favors Redefining 

Dr. Morris told the university 
board and an audience of about 
75 persons at a board meeting 
Friday in Carbondale that “I 

{am fully in accord with the 
view that the president's func- 
tions need redefining. He should 
have a number of freedoms he 
does not now have: 

“Freedom from routine mat- 
ters which can better be han- 
dled by specialists in the or- 

anization. 

Freedom for access to and 
from citizens, students, faculty 
nd administrators.

Board Approves 
Salary Changes 


_ New salary schedules for cler- 
ical workers and cafeteria em- 
ployees, reflecting an across- 
the-board increase of about 6%, 
were approved by the Madison 
school board at a regular meet- 
ing Thursday night. The new 
rates will be effective for the 
1970-71 school year. 


School Supt. Raymond Drag- 
ich, in recommending board ap- 
proval of the new schedules, 
said a 6% figure was used for 
salary increases because it is in 
line With the average raise in 
business and industrial fields. 

For school district clerks 
working on a ten-month basis, 
the schedule sets a minimum of 
$3500 per year for the first year 
of service at a monthly salary 
of $350, to a maximum of $485 
monthly for ten years of service. 

The same monthly salary pay- 
ments of the ten-month sched- 
ule also apply to clerks em- 
ployed on a 12-month basis. 

_This makes the salary range 
of clerks working the full year 
start at $4200 per year and range 
upward to a maximum of $5820 
in the tenth year. Increases in 
the monthly salary payment 
vary from $10 to $20 in each 
year of the schedule, 
12-Month Range 

The schedule for secretaries 
employed on a year-around 
basis fixes a starting salary of 
$5100 per year at $425 per month 
and ranges upward to a ten- 
year maximum of $6720 at $560 
per month. 

An additional $100 is added to 
the annual salary for each five 
years of service beyond the ten 
years. 

Vacations of two weeks after 
one year of service, three weeks 
after five years and four weeks 
after 25 years also are provided 
by the schedule for 12-month 
employees. 

The new schedule for cafeteria 
workers sets up an hourly rate 
of $2 per hour for head cooks 
in the first year of employment, 
with five-cent hourly increases

Drive Leaders Stress 
‘Fair Share Giving’; 
Adopt ‘You’ Slogan 


Tri-Cities Area United Fund 
directors have approved a cam- 
paign goal of $407,000 for oper- 
ation of 19 health-welfare-serv- 
ice agencies in 1971, it was an- 
nounced by Henry D. Karand- 
jeff, UF board president. 

Adoption of the United Fund 
Admissions and . Distributions 
committee recommendation on 
individual agency allocations 
and establishing the 1971. goal 
were measures enacted by UF 
directors at their second-quart- 
er meeting late Thursday after: 
noon at the YMCA. 

Rev. Paul R. Surbey, Admis- 
sions and Distributions chair- 
man, presented the recommen 
dation to the board for ap- 
proval. Reques' agencies 
totaled $493,953 had been 
reduced to the $406, level by 
the committee. 

The 1971 campaign goal 
amounts to slightly more than 
10% above the $369,320 raised 
for the current year and is a 
$2000 increase over the 1970 
drive goal. 

The total figure includes 
$351,818 for 19 agencies, $12,- 
140 for the AFL-CIO Commun- 
ity Services program, $28,325 
for United Fund administration, 
$8000 for campaign expenses 
and $6000 reserve. 

Campaign Slogan 

UF board members also 
adopted a slogan for the 1971 
drive — “If You Don’t Do It— 
It Won't Get Done: Are You 
Giving Your Fair Share.” The 
latter portion of the slogan was 
proposed by J. S. M. Dashwood, 
president of Union Division of 
Miles Laboratores, Inc., who is 
serving as general chairman of 
the 1971 fund-raising campaign. 

Commenting on the “fair 
share” phrase in his remarks 
to the 30 UF directors present 
at Thursday's meeting, Dash- 
wood said, “It will be neces- 
sary to challenge everyone in 
the Tri-City area with the ques. 
tion — are you giving your fair 
share? — if we are to succeed 
in this campaigr 

Thousands of individuals and 

n the area who do not 

or provide only token 
gifts must be challenged, the 
drive chairman said. He noted 
that agencies are not support 
ed adequately by the United 
Fund . . . as indicated by the 
agencies’ requests and the 
amount that can be allocated 

Several receive support from 
outside this area, Dashwood 
commented, offering as an ex- 
ample the Visiting Nurses As- 
sociation, whose $4700 allocation

Includes 


3 Venice 
Projects 


New Recreation, Fire 
Halls, Remodeling of 
Existing City Hall 


A new operating budget of 
$581,552 for the 1970-71 fiscal 
year, an increase of $48,548 
over that of last year, was ap- 
proved by the Venice city coun- 
cil Friday night in a new ap- 
propriation bill that also pro- 
jects a possible expenditure of 
$400,000 for three major city 
improvement projects during 
the year. 

Actually, the new Venice 
budget measure hit an all-time 
record high of $1,401,552 since 
it also was necessary to include 
again in the new budget the 
anticipated $420,000 expenditure 
as the city’s share of cost in 
building the new Broadway un- 
derpass. 

It is the first time the Venice 
city budget has exceeded the 
$1 million figure. Last year the 
overall budget was $953,004, but 
that total also included the in- 
active $420,000 underpass ap- 
propriation, leaving an operat- 
ing budget of $533,004. 

Mayor John E. Lee an- 
nounced that the new appro- 
priation for operating purposes 
reflects salary raises of $25 per 
month for ali full-time city em- 
ployees. 

He told council members the 
decision to limit salary boosts 
to full-time employees and to 
jhold the line at $25 was influ- 
enced by plans for the pro- 
posed Neighborhood Develop- 
ment housing program and the 
liklihood that the city will be 
required to award contracts 
within the current fiscal year 
for its part of the work on the 
underpass project. The full fi- 
nancial impact of the program 
is yet to be determined, 

Only Minor Tax Impact 

The $400,000 set up for the 
suggested improvements and 
the $420,000 for the underpass 
work—comprising $820,000/of the 
total budget—are required in 
the budget to permit expendi- 
ture of the money, the mayor 
pointed out. Neither would have 
an imfnediate effect on the 
city’s taxation requirements, he 
said, 

The $420,000 necessaty for the 
underpass job already is in an 
escrow fund and is invested in 
time certificates... The money 
came from the city’s share of 
of McKinley Bridge revenue 
before declining traffic cut off 
payments to the city two years 
ago. 

Improvements proposed in the 
new budget would be financed 
with a general obligation bond 
issue. The bond issue | would 
have to be approved by a ref- 
erendum that prebably will not 
be held before the municipal 
elections next April, Mayor, Lee 
noted. i 

As a result, a tax levyito re- 
tire the bonds would not be ex- 
tended for collection until 1972, 
assuming approval of the bond 
issue was voted.

E-W Gateway to 
Discuss Support 


Of Airport Plan 


A resolution for endorsement, 
of the airport development pro- 
gram proposed jointly by the 
state of Illinois and the city of 
St. Louis is scheduled for re- 
consideration by the East-West 
Gateway Coordination Council 
in a meeting at St.Louis Wed- 
nesday afternoon. 

Discussion of the endorse- 
ment . request which initially 
was made by St. Louis Mayor 
A. J. Cervantes, chairman of 
the Gateway Council’s board of 
directors, is among three items 
listed on the meeting agenda 
pertaining to the Illinois area 
airport project, 

The agenda’ notes that the 
General Aviation Council of 
Metropolitan St. Louis has re- 
quested time to address the 
board with reference to a met- 
ropolitan airport authority, 

In addition, the agenda lists 
among other items of council 
business a statement by the Ex- 
ecutive Advisory committee of 
the Gateway Council regarding 
the impact of the proposed air- 
port on ground transportation. 
No indication of the contents of 
the statement was given, but 
the issue of ground transporta- 
tion access to any chosen air- 
port site was discussed last 
week when the Gateway Coun- 
cil decided to participate in air- 
port planning. 

Mayor Asked Endorsement 

The resolution seeking en- 
dorsement of the joint Illinois- 
St. Louis Airport agreement 
was ‘presented before the coun- 
cil by Mayor Cervantes a month 
ago, but no immediate action 
was taken. 

Last week, on recommenda- 
tion of the Executive Advisory 
committee, the Gateway Coun- 
cil agreed to participate in 

‘ planning of the airport project, 
but sidetracked a suggestion by 
the council’s Transportation 
committee that it also play a 
part in picking an airport site. 

Under the agreement reached 
between Illinois Gov. Ogilvie 
and Mayor Cervantes, a pro- 
posed second major airport for 
the metropolitan area would be 
constructed on the Illinois side 
of the river on a site yet to be 
selected. The agreement calls 
for creation of a-ten-man Metro- 
politan Airport Authority with 
five members from Illinois and 
five from St. Louis. 

Since announcement of the 
figreement, the Missouri Gen- 
eral Assembly has adopted a 
resolution opposing construction 
of the airport in Illinois and 
providing for a review of the 
airport problem by a legislative 
committee. That committee is 
expected to make a report in 
January.

Law Obedience Cannot 
Be Selective—Powelt 


A democarcy cannot afford 
the luxury of citizens “‘who re- 
serve themselves the right to 
determine whether certain laws 
should be obeyed or disobeyed,” 
Secretary of State Paul Powell 
said Sunday at Springfield. 

“When we set down a law, 
that rule is made for every- 
one, as are all laws,”? Powell 
told membsr of the Illinois De- 
partment of the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars at their annual 
convention. 

“What we must all realize— 
(after sifting through all the 
dissent, all the talk, all the 
burning, all the rock throw- 
ing)—is that the lowest person 
under our flag enjoys more 
equal social justice, more pro- 
tection of life, liberty and prop- 
erty, and greater personal free- 
dom than has ever been pro- 
vided for the common man by 
any other system in recorded 
history,” Secretary Powell said. 

“What the radicals in our so- 
ciety say is vastly different 
from what they do. They de- 
mand freedom and quality and 
they abhor brutality and kill- 
ing; yet they fan the flame of 
ugliness by rock throwing, 
burning and stepping on the 
freedom of others.” 

The present need is for 
voices of responsibility—voices 
of the moderate—to drown out 
extremists, Powell said.

SW Conference to Meet on Expansion 


The Southwestern prep ath- 
letic conference members will 
have a day-long meeting Wed- 
nesday, June 24, at Belleville to 
discuss further the mechanics 
for changing the makeup of the 
prestigious league. 

At the last meeting, the con- 
stitution was altered so the 
league could expand to more 
than its traditional maximum 
of seven member schools. 

Already considered one of the 
most consistently strong confer- 
ences in southern Illinois, the 
member schools are apparently 
seeking to improve the league. 
The most noticable change, 
which is still at the discussion 
stage, is the likely expansion to 
at least to an eight-school con- 
ference and possibly more, 

With such expansion would 
come the potential for being 
more competitive on a regular 
basis at the state level with the 
large schools and leagues of the 
Greater Chicago area, hopeful 
of reasserting the dominance of 
southern Illinois. 


Improve Prestige 
Greater recognition for the 
league would draw improved 
prestige for member schools 
and individual athletes playing 
conference sports, 
Consideration of changes was 
prompted when Wood River an- 
nounced it would withdraw from 
the league at the end of the 
1970-71 scholastic year. 
Having the smallest 
enrollment among the 
western schools, Wood River 
has had to struggle to keep 
pace in all eight varsity sports. 
Granite City, far from strug- 
gling, finished in third place or 
better in seven’ sports and in 
addition has a non-league sport 
soccer, to meet the student d 
mand for varsity level compe- 
tition, The soccer team playing 
an independent schedule ended 


student 
South- 


this year with an 11-4 won-loss 
record. 

Other league sports that 
might be added as some Mis- 
souri leagues have, are varsity 
rifle teams, gymnastics, rugby, 
hockey (as in Chicago), or 
even, in the distant future, 
swimming and diving. 

Wood River plans to join sev- 
en other smaller area schools 
to form a new league. 

Belleville East, East St. Louis 
Lincoln and Cahokia have ap- 
plied to fill the vacancy that the 
Oilers’ departure from the 
Southwestern’ circuit would 
create. 

All three f the candidate- 
members have student. enroll- 
ments and athletic programs 
comparable to the Southwest 
schools’ athletics interest with 
various victorious teams. 

No Hurry to Expand 

The league is in no hurry to 
expand. No new members will 
be accepted before the 1971-'72 
school year if even then. 

The basic order for expansion 
is spelled out in the constitu- 
tion. It contains a cautious 
safeguard against accepting un- 
suitable members but is far 
more flexible than the old 
method. 

Formerly unanimous agree- 
ment was required in accepting 
a new member to fill the total 


membership to seven and that 
unanimous vote meant perma- 
nent membership. 

The new rules call for two- 
thirds of the members to ap- 
prove a candidate for proba- 
tionary membership. After two 
years probation, a school would 
again be voted upon. If three- 
fourths of the members ap- 
prove, the probationary school 
would receive full membership. 
No _minimum or maximum 
number of members is stated. 

Acceptance of Belleville East, 
Lincoln and Cahokia. would 
probably require the league to 
divide into divisions perhaps of 
the variety now used by the 
American Legion baseball 
league which has North and 
South division: 

Further expansion beyond the 
acceptance of the three current 
applicants is possible. Two oth- 
ers in this area are of sufficient 
size to join the Soithwestern 
loop, Belleville Althoff and As- 
sumption, which are currently 
members of the Bi-State confer- 
ence ' 

In the distant future, second 
high schools at Alton and even 
Granite City would most cer- 
tainly be strong candidates. If 
the expansion spirit should 
grow strong enough, St. Louis 
county or St. Louis parochial 
schools could be added.

Amsted Acquires 
Plastic Pipe Firm 


Amsted Industries, Chicago, 
has acquired Extron Corp., a 
Knoxville, Tenn., producer of 
plastic pipe for the gas industry 
andplastic extruded shapes for 
construction and industrial 
markets. 

Amsted previously had an- 
nounced an agreement in prin- 
Ciple to acquire Extron for an 
undisclosed number of shares 
of Amsted common stock. The 
report of the final contract 
closing was made today by Jo- 
seph B. Lanterman, Amsted’s 
chairman, and Edgar 0. Red- 
wine, Extron’s president. 

Plans to expand plastic pipe 
production facilities at Extron’s 
Knoxville plant also were an- 
nounced by Lanterman and 
Redwine. Additional extrusion 
equipment will be installed by 
late 1970 which will enable Ex- 
tron to manufacture three and 
four-inch diameter plastic pipe 
in production quantities com- 
pared to a two-inch maximum 
using present equipment. 

“This will allow our company 
to keep pace with the growing 
demand for plastic pipe,” Lan- 
terman said. He noted that jthe 
field of plastic pipe for gas Wis- 
tribution has a projected ha- 
tional growth rate of 15%-20%, 
a year over the next five 
ears. 

Extron had sales of about $2,- 
000,000 in its fiscal year ended 
Feb. 28, 1970. Its plant in Knox 
ville covers 60,000 square feet 
and about 80 people are em- 
ployed. The company's man- 
agement will continue in their 
present positions. 

This acquisition gives Amsted

Budget Includes 


cilities for the police depart- 

ment and other city offices, at 

an estimated cost of $100,000. 
May Need $500,000 

Mayor Lee, who proposed the 
plan for the council’s approval, 
said the projected costs are 
only rough estimates and that 
more detailed figures will have 
to be obtained before the pro- 
posals can be presented for a 
public vote. 

Each project is to be voted 
upon separately, he said. He 
added that, in all probability, 
a total of about $500,000 will be 
sought, including the additional 
cost of architect’s fees, engi- 
neering fees and planning. 

A protest over inclusion of 
the improvement costs in the 
appropriation was voiced near 
the end of) the Friday night 
council session by Milton Mor- 
ris, Venice businessman who 
has been active in civic affairs. 

Morris took the floor just be- 
fore the council adjourned and 
said he had been in the audi- 
ence waiting for a chance to 
speak on the budget. He pro- 
tested the fact that the ‘budget 
had been advanced to final 
passage and adopted by sus- 
pension of the rules “without 
giving the people a chance to 
talk about it.”” 

“When you are spending a 
million dollars or more I think 
the people should have a 
chance to talk about it,’’ Mor- 
ris said. ‘This appropriation 
was pushed through to passage 
without giving anybody a 
chance to refute anything 
here.” 

Immediate Vote Unlikely 

Mayor Lee said that project- 
ed costs for the proposed im- 
provements were merely insert- 
ed in the budget to cover the 
remote possibility that action 
on the projects might get un- 
der way during this current 
fiscal year, which ends next 
April 30. 

“~ don’t think there will be 
any expenses toward the proj- 
ects this year,” the mayor said. 

“In the first place,” he add- 
ed, ‘the people will be given 
plenty of opportunity to tall 
about the projects and to hear 
about them. They cannot be 
approved without a vote of the 
people and ‘no money can be 
spent until they approve a bond 
issue.’ 


Morris replied that he knew 
nothing of the plans for the pro- 
posed improvements until he 
read about them in the Press- 
Record Monday. 

“That's why the: story was 
released, so people would know 
about it,” Dr. Lee remarked. 
“We have to wake people up to 
the needs of the community.” 

“It sure shook me up,’’ Mor- 
ris answered. 

Cost Reductions, Boosts 

In preparing the new budget, 
the mayor told the council, cuts 
in operating costs were made 

wherever possible to help off- 
set the salary increases, the 
mayor said. 

Major departmental boosts in- 
cluded the, police department 
budget, which was approved at 
$134,260 for salaries, compared 
with $122,340 last year, and at 
$24,633 for supplies and expeses 
compared with $13,20 last year. 

The budget for supplies and 
expenses of the police depart- 
ment included a new item of 
$13,333 for expenditures under 
a federal grant (omnibus crime 
bill) which would permit ac- 
quisition of new equipment. The 
salary of Police Chief John Es- 
sington was set at $9600, up 
from $9300, and that of As- 
sistant Chief Ralph Brawley at 
$8760, up from $8460. 

Total appropriation for pay- 
ment of salaries to the city’s 
patrolmen was fixed at $95,040, 
compared with $91,440 last 
year, and the fund for proba- 
tionary patrolmen was raised 
to $12,960 from last year's 
$5740. 

Overall appropriations for the 
fire department amounted to 
$62,407, up slightly from $61,- 
870. ‘The $300 annual raises 
were budgeted for the fire chief 
and two assistants, but the fund 
for drivers’ salaries was fixed 
at $20,979, chnaged only slight- 
ly from last year’s $20,810. The 
budget for paying firemen for 
answering fire calls was fixed 
at $12,979, down from the pre- 
viously budgeted $15,000.

Carl Byrnes was reappoint- 
ed as city comptroller and Har- 
ry E, Hartman as city attorney.

Downstate Illinois isn't 
pleased. Legislators are report- 
ing great interest, almost totally 
negative, from their constitu- 
ents downstate, Only Chicago 
is pleased, 

People in my district are 
strongly vocal in their opposi- 
tion. I agree with the viewpoint. 

1, T don't want a gas tax in- 
crease, especially after all the 
talk of no tax ingreases. 

T don’t want a gas tax di- 
version from highway use, es- 
pecially if half of the diversion 
would go to the Chicago Transit 
Authority. Downstate highways 
need all the help they can get. 

3. I'm not ready to vote a 
subsidy for CTA. 

First, a commission is at 
work on the operational study of 
CTA. By the ‘next session, its 
report could be complete and 
highly useful 

Secondly, the CTA is politi- 
cally connected with the rest of 
the administration of Chicago. 
In addition to not being con- 
vinced that CTA really needs a 
subsidy, I don’t want downstate 
citizens contributing to Chicago 
politics. 

4, Even though Bi-State 
Transit would be: eligible for 
aid under the proposal, it would 
have difficulty in actually utiliz~ 
ing it. There is a requirement 
tlrat local governments in which 
mass transit systems exist must 
contribute dollar for dollar 
matching funds.

Just as families and businesses often save 
up money to help pay for additions and ac- 
quisitions, Illinois law. now empowers certain 
local-level: governmental bodies to accumulate 
funds enabling them to carry out capital im- 
provements. In the process, bond issues—and 
interest costs—sometimes can be avoided. 

With this in mind, the Granite City munici- 
pal government is permitting the library board 
to gradually amass a reserve from which a site 
and building are to be provided for branch 
library facilities. 

The move is a good one because of the 
present high degree of use of the main library, 
and because outward residential growth has de- 
creased the geographic convenience of the 20th 
street-Delmar avenue location’ for many Granite 
Cityans. 

A library, to be of service, must be u 
ized. The planning which is in progress is aimed 
at the right target—greater utilization. 


Downtown Mall Project ‘Rising Off Launch 
Pad’; Detailed Plans Are to Be Prepared 


Formal city council sanction of the down- 
town Granite City mall, coupled with significant 
progress in obtaining the required construction 
funds from business firms and property owners, 
brings nearer the day when the attractive rede- 
velopment project is a tangible reality. 

Detailed plans are to be prepared for the 
two-block Niedringhaus avenue and three-block 
19th street areas, featuring landscaping, broader 
sidewalks, planters, parking areas and revisions 
in the handling of vehicular traffic. Following 
city acceptance of the detailed specifications and 
drawings, calling of bids and the actual work 
are to’proceed, 

The end result seems sure to be a pleasant, 
convenient and eye-pleasing commercial district. 

It is gratifying to note that stores within 
the downtown area already are making plans 
for remodeling, expansion of services and other 
improvements which will add greatly to the suc- 
cess of the mall. 


Junior College Site to Be in Alton Area 


Purchase of Monticello College in_ the 
Alton area by the new Lewis & Clark Com- 
munity College District confirms the long-held 
assumption that a site adjacent to Alton would 
be chosen for the junior college. 

Whether a location more convenient to 
the Quad-Cities and Collinsville would have 
been chosen if they were a part of the district is 
unknown, It is within the realm of possibility, 
but an Alton site seemed much more likely from 
the start due to the boundaries, which included 
counties and territory to the north and east of 
Alton as well as portions of Madison county. 

The way the'line was drawn, Alton was 
the obvious center and the logical-site choice, 
a decision lately made easier by the availability 
of the fund-starved private college for girls. We 
have no objection to the $4 million purchase, 
but we thought in the past and think now that 
pertinent to realize the heavy odds 
against the proposed junior college being situ- 
ated conveniently to the Quad-Cities.

Examples have been given of 
the way in which the New 
Federalism. affects policies of 
the present administration. 

I could cite a dozen other ex- 
amples of this New Federalist 
approach—in our environmental 
program, that sets anti-pollution 
Standards and provides for |o- 
cal enforcement and a sharing 
of the financing of treatment 
facilities. R 

In tax policy, that removes 
seven million poor from the 
rolls and provides a greater i 
centive to start working. 

In our computerized job bank, 
that looks toward a national in- 
formation system with local 
and regional participation and 
control. 

In case after case, the pat- 
tern is clear — a concern for 
fairness as a nation, a concern 
for diversity as a people, a 
recognition of federal steward- 
ship. 

But while it is a clear pat- 
tern, it is not a simple one. 

You cannot label this ‘‘decen- 
tralization’? because the estab- 
lishment of so many national 
standards, in so many fields, is 
a form of centralization. 

But it is done in a way that 
do2s not dehumanize and deper- 
sonal government, resulting 
in alienated people and ineffec- 
tive bureaucracy. 

It is done in a way that 
decentralizes administration 
and encourages local par- 
ticipation. bringing about 
the best of both worlds — 
fairness and citizen involve- 
ment, At least, that is what 
we are hoping to do. 

By taking this tack, we 
hope to reinstill in the 
American people their faith 
in the responsiveness of 
their government to what 
they consider to be fair. 

By following this method we 
call the New Federalism, we 
hope to reinstill self-reliance on 
the part of individuals and 
strength in the institutions of 
local and state government and

University Pursuits—Knowledge, 


Growth of Individual—Constitute 
Values That Are Worth Preserving

out of a long- buildings were constructed, On 
reinforced by many occasions—ceremonial, of 
over the past course—I put on a hard hat as 
part of the process by which a 
library, a classroom building, a 
laboratory, an auditorium, or an 
administrative office building 
got built. 

The reality of a university, 
however, transcends the land 
on which it stands and the 
buildings in which its pur- 
suits are carried on. 

When a university is truly 
and. properly alive, these 
pursuits — knowledge, the 
growth of the person, the 


encourage competition among 
the centers of power without 
allowing it to become cut-throat 
competition — and without tak- 
ing the easy way out toward 
the monopoly of centralization. 

To abolish all tension would 
be to lose our freedom; we in- 
tend to harness tension and 
make it productive. 

On the basis of the examples 
I have given earlier, I believe 
you can discern a strategy that 
is being put into action. 

It may be helpful to 
who like to plot our future 
moves, because the New- Red- 
eralism approach of this ad- 
ministration has built into gov- 
ernment not only credibility, 
but predictability. 

It will be useful in doing what 
I said was needed at the begin- 
ning, in criticizing us about how 
well we do what we have set 
out to do, 

The credo of the New Fed- 
eralist, as I see it, is this 

1, We must act as one nation 
in determining national goals. 

2. We must act as federation 
of states and localities in meet- 
ing those goals, providing lee- 
way for local option and indi- 
vidual diversity. 

3. The federal government 
and the courts must provide 
checks against any unfairness 
inflicted by local government, 
and local government must be 
able to provide checks against 
unfairness caused by national 
standards. 

4. Power must be permitted 
to seek its own level of effi- 
cient response, flowing to that 
level of government closest to 
the people and willing and able 
to exercise it. 

5. Local innovation and volun- 
tary action must be aggressive- 
ly encouraged, which limits the 
liability of the failure of worth- 
while experiments and raises 
the chances of finding practical 
solutions. 

6. We must reinstill a new 
respect for individual re- 
sponsibility and personal 
freedom, recognizing that 
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those 


counterpart of human dig- 
nity, 

7. The individual citizen 

must think and act on two 

levels: He must contribute 
to the determination of our 
national goals and then 
must involve himself local- 

ly in making those goals a 

reality where he lives, 

This may not seem like a rev- 
olutionary credo, but if it is 
followed in our time, it could 
haye the same revolutionary 
impact that followed the a 
ceptance of the ideas of the 
original Federalists. 

In spelling out the fundament- 
al principles of a new approach 
to government, I have had to 
oversimplify. 

In ‘actual operation, it is in- 
finitely complex — far more 
complex, I submit, than a doc- 
trinaire liberalism or cohserva- 
tism. 

These are some of the ques- 
tions. we face in putting these 
principles into practice: 

What issues or problems lend 
themselves to national stand- 
ards and which do not? 

For example, air and water 
pollution, crossing interstate 
lines, calls for a national ap- 
proach 

And an interstate highway 
system can hardly be developed 
on the basis of purely local in- 
itiative. 

‘On the other hand, a broad 
range of municipal and state 
services are better dealt with 
entirely at that level, assuming 
that these services can be ade 
quately financed. 

That is what the President's 
proposed Revenue Sharing Plan 
is all about. 

Nevertheless, the question is 
a tough one and the answer is 
as tough, or perhaps complex, 
as the question itself. 

Another complex question: 
How can we be sure, in the 
process of decentralization, that 
the local government can han- 
dle the job? 

To paraphrase a revolution- 
ary slogan, - decentralization 


tion. 

For example, we know it 
would be far more effective: for 
local government to administer 
our manpower training pro- 
grams. 

When you sit in Washing- 
ton and pull the strings, you 
discover an awful lot of 
slack in almost every string. 

On the other hand — 
there’s that phrase again — 
when you sit in Omaha and 
a federal program is 
dumped in your lap, you 
are not likely to have the 
organization to make use 
of it effectively. What we 
have done in this situation 
is to set up a phased-in de- 
centralization. 

Planning money is provided 
90%, by the federal government 
As soon as a state shows it has 
a plan to handle program ad- 
ministration, it gets administra- 
tive control of part of the pro- 
gram. 

As soon as that plan reaches 
a certain level of success, it 
earns a larger slice of control, 
until, at its own pace, it is 
ready to handle the entire ad- 
ministrative job. 

Another complexity: How do 
we decentralize when local po- 
litical boundaries make little 
economic sense? 

A labor market does not live 
within city limits, and a trans- 
portation system doesn’t end at 
the county line. 

For this reason, in many 
cases we have been encow 
aging metropolitanism, or re- 
gional planning, in an effort to 
help make the political system 
fit the problems it is called on 
to meet, and not the other way 
around. 

Let me conclude with a refer- 
ence that illustrates in a differ- 
ent way the spirit of the New 
Federalism. . 

Those familiar with industrial 
relations know about ‘the Haw- 
thorne effect.” 

Some years ago, experiments 
were conducted at the Haw- 
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Electric Co. in Chicago. 


These experiments dealt with 
the effect of different physical 
variables on productivity. One 
of these variables was the in- 
tensity of the lighting. 

The workers were told that 
the light level of their work 
area would be raised to see if 
productivity increased. 

It was, and it did, to the ac- 
companiment of much attention 
to the experiment and the work- 
ers involved. 

The light was increased some 
more, and again productivity 
rose, 

Then somebody had the bright 
—or dim—idea of telling them 
the lighting would be lowered to 
its original level and surprising- 
ly enough, productivity still 
rose. 

This experience led -to the 
identification of the so-called 
“Hawthorne effect.” 

The level of lighting 
wasn’t nearly as important 
as the active participation 
and sense of importance of 
the workers in the experi- 
ment. 

I have not told this story 
merely to revalidate my aca- 
demic credentials. 

In government today, we are 
involving the people in an ex- 
periment to replace the dead- 
ening “Washington effect” with 
a constructive “Hawthorne ef- 
fect.” 

The very fact of our effort to 
try a new approach, a new ex- 
periment in government — in- 
volving the people in this ex- 
periment—should have a stimu- 
lating effect of its own and 
help make that experiment suc- 
ceed, 

That is what we, as a nation, 
are searching for. 

When this administration is 
over — hopefully, not until the 
year this nation reaches its 
200th anniversary — we hope to 
have introduced new standards 
of fairness, new respect for 
diversity, and a new spirit of 
confidence in our system of 
government. 


Not so today. 

In a gathering in the Student 
Center, the anxieties of our 
times could be seen on the faces 
of the students listening intently 
to the speakers. 

This was one of the many 
meetings that were held on our 
campus following the Presi- 
dent’s announcement that Amer- 
ican troops were being sent into 
Cambodia and the advent of 
violent death on the campuses 
of Kent State and Jackson 
State. 

Can it be surprising that these 
young people look on the great 
issues! symbolized by these 
events. terms of life and 
death? 

They are troubled; they 
are determined to see things 
changed. But only a minis- 
cule minority of these young 
people are determined to see 
things changed by making 
more trouble. 

Perhaps they may not see as 
clearly as we how tragically 
foolish | violence for the sake of 
violence is. But they also won- 
der if we see how directly the 
violence of the war in Indochina 
and the disruptions here at 
home have touched their lives, 

Far more of these students— 
and they have been active and 
vocal for a good while—would 
like nothing better than an end 
to the violent troubles that are 
tearing our communities apart. 
They want this at least as 
deeply as we do; they will be 
living in these communities long 
after we are gone. 

We kept the doors at Ed- 
wardsville open because we long 
ago dedicated ourselves to keep- 
ing our eyes, our ears and, most 
important, our official lines of 
communications as open as we 
knew how. 

This humane, intelligent open- 
ness to ideas and opinions, with 
which everyone may not neces- 
sarily agree, is the heart of a 
university’s reason for being. 

I began my career at South- 
ern Illinois University by join- 
ing in the task of assembling 
the acreage upon which: our 
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betterment of society — are 

vigorous. 

The soul that animates 
that life is weakened when 
the channels of discourse are 
polluted with anger or 
dammed_ with _ bitterness. 
Our duty is to keep them as 
clear and free-flowing as we 
can, 

The spirit of a school is dead 
upon the arrival of the heavy 
helmets and ominous weapons 
of police power. There is no 
other way to say it. What they 
might come to protect are only 
the trappings and shelter of @ 
form of human life that was in 
its final throes when that kind 
of protection was invoked. In 
such an event, the process of 
resuscitation is long and hard, 

Our students and our faculty 
proved themselves willing to la- 
bor to keep that spirit alive. 

When elements bent on trouble 
— inside or outside the campus 
community — began to agitate, 
tough, cool discipline prevailed. 

Over that long period, nothing 
done in the name of this institu- 
tion resulted in physical injury 
to anyone. Plenty of hard words 
passed; but not a gun was 
drawn. 

We put our trust in the sense 
that there was something of real 
value to preserve and ’protect 
for ourselves. By showing a 
willingness to listen attentively 
and respond reasonably, we 
found that the reaction of the 
students and the faculty proved 
our confidence was well placed. 

Some say the time has come 
to draw the line. One lesson of 
the past month, however, would 
show that by drawing lines too 
crudely or too broadly, we can 
end up painting ourselves into 
very sticky corners. e 

Many are saying that the time 
for patience and understanding 
of the agonies of the young and 
the institutions that offer them 
their best hope has come to an 
end. But based on the experi- 
ences gleaned not only over re- 
cent days but also through the 
last troubled decade, I have 
more than a suspicion that time 
is only beginning, 
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Price Backs Cambodia 
Move; Cease-Fire Plan 


Newly returned from a fact- 
finding mission to the Indo- 
china battlefront, Cong. Melvin 
Price’ said Saturday night that 
“the much-disputed Cambodian 
Move was a sound decision and, 
in fact, produced a significant 
tactical victory.’’ 

The trip “‘permitted me to ob- 
serve the substantial improve- 
ment in South Vietnamese mili- 
tary performance and to note 
a realistic resolve and aware- 
ness in the South Vietnamese 
government now that this is in 
reality — and soon — their war 
and not ours,” Price told Belle- 
ville Jaycees at their installa- 
tion banquet. 

He urged increased public ef- 
forts to call local and world at- 
tention to Americans who have 
been captured by North Viet- 
nam or. whose fate is unknown. 

“T am. encouraged that our 
imilitary success, coupled with 
the heightened awareness in 
South Vietnam, will work to buy 
the crucial time President Nix- 
on needs to carry out his Viet- 
namization policy,” he said. 

Urging a one-day or two-day 
cease-fire, Cong. Price said, “I 
suffer no delusions about the 
success of earlier cease-fire in- 
itiatives, but this time there is 
a difference. 

“Whereas in the past the 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong had 
no incentive, since they had to 
just wait out the withdrawal of 
U. S. forces, they now must see 
that a new time frame has been 
established in which—eyen al- 
lowing for such a withdrawal— 
they cannot obtain total victory. 

“Tf their leaders are rational 
men, they cannot escape the 
conclusion that a cease-fire 
now, followed by sincere nego- 
tiations, is truly in their own 
self-interest.”

Units for Local Agencies 


During the next six weeks, 
Granite City will receive 10 
mobile radio units, SIU-SW will 
get four and the village of Pon- 
toon Beach will receive two of 
the units, the Press-Record was 
told Saturday, 


Eighteen hundred radio units | 


which will allow interagency 
car-to-car communications are 
being shipped to 364 municipal, 
county and state law enforce- 
ment agencies throughout IIli- 
nois, according to Illinois De- 
partment of Law Enforcement 
Director Herbert D. Brown. 
The Madison county distribution 
will total 45. 

The units, furnished at no 
cost to the agencies by the 
state, will allow emergency 
communication on a common 
high-band frequency known as 
the Illinois State Police Emer. 
gency Radio Network, Brown

“ISPERN is a program of 
the Illinois Department of Law 
Enforcement to establish a 
common communications bond 
between all policemen in IIli- 
nois,” the director said. ‘‘En- 
forcement agencies at all lev- 
els in Illinois will be the first in 
the nation with the means of di- 
rect mobile communications 
with one another.” 

To Link Every Police Car 

A §2 million grant from the 
Illinois Law Enforcement Com- 
mission enabled the Depart- 
ment of Law Enforcement to 
contract for 3345 radio units 
from the General Electric C 
Brown said. To date, the in 
tial allotment of units has been 
assigned to 558 agencies which 
have applied to participate in 
the ISPERN program. 

Additional TLEC funding is 
being requested to purchase 
2000 more radios so that every 
police vehicle in Illinois will be 
linked to the frequency by the 
end of 1970. 

“ISPERN participants need 


only assume the cost of in- 
stallation and repair of these 
units and any additional equip- 
ment needed to monitor the net- 
work frequency at their head- 
quarters,” Brown said. 

Disasters, Fleeing Suspects 

“These agencies must agree 
that the equipment will be used 
only in cases of an emergency 
such as those requiring the co- 
ordination and cooperation of 
other agencies during riots, dis- 
asters and like situations or in 
the apprehension of criminal 
suspects.”” 

The operating rules and oth- 
er procedures are determined 
by an 1l-man governing board 
composed of representatives of 
the Illinois Association of Chiefs 
of Police, Illinois Sheriffs Asso- 
ciation, Illinois state police, 
Chicago police department and 
the Associated Public Safety 
Communications Officers. State 
Police Capt. Herald D. Crockett 
of Elgin is chairman of the gov- 
erning board. 

“The ISPERN frequency will 
provide the means for coopera- 
tion and coordination between 
law enforcement agencies at 
every level in waging a war on 
crime,” Brown said. 

‘Space Era’ Communications 

“At last, police communica: 
tions in Illinois are. entering 
the space age. This is some- 
thing which we desperately 
needed and which has been ad- 
vocated by Gov, Ogilvie since 
he held the office of sheriff of 
Cook county.’” 

Brown said the Department 
of Law Enforecment is making 
efforts to get information about 
ISPERN to every police agency 
in the state utilizing two-way 
radios. 

He urged agencies which have 
not received the information to 
contact the department at Law 
Enforcement Communications 
Operations, 2775 W. Algonquin 
rd., Rolling Meadows, III.

“With trouble involving youth 
reported from various parts of 
the country, all must be in- 
terested in the work of the 
YMCA, the Boy and Girl Scouts 
and other agencies serving 
young people, Dashwood com- 
mented.

Resigning from the Municipal 
Airport Commission on Thurs- 
day after 16 years, Howard F. 
Baer supported a proposed ma- 
jor Illinois airport and assailed 
St. Louis County Supervisor 
Lawrence Roos for seeking a 
voice in the control of such an 
airport. 

The state of Illinois and city 
of St. Louis jointly plan a sec- 
ond airport which would be 
operated in conjunction with 
Lambert Airport, owned by the 
city. 

Writing St. Louis Mayor Cer- 
vantes, Baer said, “I think the 
course of action you have taken 
with the state of Illinois is su- 
perb. For years I felt that the 
next big airport would have to 
be in Missouri, because all of 
our surveys have shown that 
more flying originated from the 
home than from places of busi- 
ness. This is still true. 

“But since it is obvious that a 
Missouri airport would have to 
be 30 or 40 miles out, it will 
actually be closer to go to an 
Illinois airport because there is 
so much flat land available 
close-in. 

“To take the burden off the 
St, Louis community is a very 
good thing. If transferring Lam- 
bert to the new authority after 
the Illinois airport is built is 
the St. Louis contribution to the 
total concept, the taxpayers will 
not suffer and the state of Illi- 
nois will be well repaid. 

is certain that Lambert 
Field will not go out of business. 
When Illinois goes forward with 
its project and the new field is 
in operation, Lambert will still 
be needed and will be ‘a vital 
and important force inthe St. 
Louis area." 

Baer added, “I have no sym- 
pathy with the county’s Johnny- 
come-lately attitude. The argu- 
ment that county citizens pay 
for the airport is completely 
specious; if so, why did they not 
realize it years ago? 

“You will recall that the his- 
tory of St. Louis county's ‘co- 
operation’ with the city in re- 
gard to Lambert has been nil. 
Such forward-looking steps as 
the underground fueling system 
and the policing of the airport 
were delayed and harassed al- 
most to the point of frustration 
by county authorities. 

“A hotel on the airport prop- 
erty, so badly needed, is not 
there simply because of county 
opposition. 

“City taxi drivers can deliver 
fares but cannot pick up a rider 
—a situation that exists in al- 
most no other city—because of 
county harassment. 

“When a city-county airport 
commission was appointed by 
your predecessor, Mayor Tuck- 
er, with the idea of cooperation 
on a secondary airport, the 
county representatives talked it 
to death and finally the com- 
mission had to be dissolved. 

“During all this time, not one 
constructive proposal was put 
forward by the county. In want- 
ing participation in this new 
concept, the county does not 
come with clean hands.”

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Fund Could Aid Transit 


Attomey General William J. 
Scott on Friday issued a legal 
opinion which may help pave 
the way for a legislative solu- 
tion to public transportation 
woes in Chicago and some 
downstate cities. 

In an opinion to Senate Lead- 
er W. Russell Arrington, Scott 
ruled that state general revenue 
funds could be used to aid mass 
transit without a call for an- 
other special session. 

“While the proclamation 
which created the current spe- 
cial session of the legislature 
specified that transit aid would 
be considered via an increase 
in the Illinois motor fuel tax,’ 
Scott’s ruling held, ‘‘the man- 
ner in which financial aid is 
given is a matter for the legis- 
lature to determine.” 

Scott's ruling was viewed as 
possibly speeding the transfer 
of $20 million to the Chicago 
Transit Authority and other ail- 
ing transportation systems, 
should the Cook county circuit 
court allow his request for an 
immediate, final determination 
of a three-year-old suit. 

Involved is a $39 million trust 
fund created by the impounded 
proceeds from a 1967 amend- 
ment to the Illinois Service Oc- 
cupation Tax, later held to be 
unconstitutional. Scott asked 
that 400,000 claimants be paid 
in full, and that the remainder 
of the fund—more than $20 mil- 
lion—be transferred to general 
revenue fund.

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Pheasants Target of 
Half of State Hunters 


Sportsmen bagged. more 
pheasants in 1969 than in any 
season since 1963, Tom Evans, 
supervisor of the game division 
of the Illinois Department of 
Conservation, reports, 

Evans said that close to 
950,000 cock phesdnts were 
harvested, about 150,000 more 
than in 1968. In 1963, the best 
pheasant year on record, more 
than a million ringnecks were 
bagged by Illinois sportsmen. 

“The ringneck population in 
counties to the south, west and 
southwest of the traditional 
pheasant range has increased 
over the past five years,” 
Evans said. “There is no way 
to tell if the increase is tem- 
porary or a long-range trend.” 

Evans said about half of the 
licensed sportsmen hunted 
pheasants last season. The 
average pheasant hunter went 
out five or six times. However, 
data indicated that he did not 
kill a cock pheasant every trip. 

Last year’s quail season suc- 
cess was about equal to that of 
the 1968 season. Biologists esti- 
mate that 2,400,000 bobwhites 
were bagged, 

“Quail numbers in western 
Illinois and throughout much of 
the southern portion of the 
state have been high for the 
last three years,” Evans said. 
“The high population is due to 
several factors, one of the most 
important being mild weather 
in late winter. 

“Good nesting conditions in 
May and June contributed to 
the increase. We have been 
lucky. One of these years we 
will have a\bad ice storm or 
heavy, packed snow in late 
winter like we did in the early 
1960s, or a nesting season that 
is too wet or too dry, and the 
quail population will drop. 

“Good cover helps decrease 
losses caused by a rough win- 
ter. In good bobwhite habitat, it 
doesn’t take too long for a pop- 
ulation to recover from a bad 
winter or spring. 

“The bobwhite is a popular 
game bird in Hlinois,”” Evans 
said. “Close ‘to 40% of the li- 
censed sportsmen hunted quail 
in 1969 and they averaged two 
or three birds per trip. The 
average quail hunters went 
afield about six times last sea- 
sons.”” 

‘The year 1969 was a good one 
for squirrel hunters, too, Evans 
said. Over 214 million squirrels 
were bagged, about the same 
number taken in 1967 and 1968. 

“The food supply in winter 
and. the number of available 
den trees are important factors 
controlling squirrel numbers,” 

ans said. 

“A good crop of acorns and 
nuts in winter generally means 
that females will remain 
healty and produce large lit- 
ters. Good squirrel timber has 
at least two den trees per acre 
and a wide variety of oaks and 
other nut trees. 

“During the last few years, 
we have lost thousands of 
acres of prime river bottom 
timber. This has eliminated 
squirrels and ‘hunting opoprtu- 
nities. 

Close to 50% of the! licensed 
funters hunted squirrels in 
1969. The average squirrel hun- 
ter made six or seven trips and 
bagged about two squirrels per 
trip. 

Rabbit hunters were more 
successful during the 1969 sea- 
son than they were in 1968, 
according to Evans. Slightly 
over. 2% million  cottontails 
were harvested, an increase of 
200,000 over the 1968 total 

Information gathered by 
game division personnel showed 
that about 70% of the hunting 
license buyers hunted rabbits 
last season, The average rab- 
bit hunter was afield six or 
seven times and bagged one or 
two conttontails per trip. 

“Obviously, we harvest’ more 
farm game than most people 
realize,” Evans said. “But 
hunting could be much better if 
we could improve living ‘condi- 
tions for small game. 

“A Jack of unmowed or un- 
plowed grassland jin central 
and east cetnral Illinois is re- 
sponsible for a decreasing 
pheasant population.

Postal System 
Near Collapse, 
Stevenson Says 


State Treasurer Adlai S, Stev- 
enson III warned that the U. S. 
postal system is in danger of 
collapse unless remedial steps 
are taken, but said low first 
class rates and faster mail de- 
livery can be achieved through 
use of advanced management 
techniques and sound business 
principles. 

In an address before a meet- 
ing of postal workers at Dan- 
ville, the Democratic nominee 
for U. S, senator also urged 
legislation to end public subsi- 
dies of third-class or “junk 
mail.” 

In the area of labor relations, 
Stevenson urged compulsory ar- 
bitration to settle labor disputes, 
said he favored the prohibition 
against strikes by postal em- 
ployees and said he is opposed 
to the right to work amendment 
which was added to the postal 
reorganization bill in the U. S. 
House. 

Stevenson said that if he were 
in the Senate, he would vote 
against the right to work amend- 
ment and for the 8% increase in 
pay for postal workers. 

Criticizes President 

He was highly critical of 
President Nixon's attitude to- 
ward the public and the postal 
workers as demonstrated, ‘he 
said, by the President's request 
for a 10-cent stamp for -first 
class mail. 

Sound business and manage- 
ment techniques must be ap- 
plied in the post office, he con- 
tinued, but said he supports the 
principles that the post office 
must remain a public service 
subsidized when necessary by 
the federal government. 

He also suggested the office 
of postmaster-general be elimi- 
nated as a cabinet level post 
and that the postmaster-general 
be only a manager of the sys- 
tem.

Evening Hours Studied 


Extending the hours for driver 
license re-examinations until 8 
p-m. on Wednesdays has_re- 
ulted in an unbalanced attend- 
ance in various sections of the 
state. Secretary of State Paul 
Powell said Friday he is main- 
taining ‘a watchful eye” on 
utilization of the convenience 
program at individual examin- 
ing stations 

The extended hours, imple- 
mented in mid-March at most 
of the 140 stations were intended 
to ease the burden of re-exam- 
ining an additional 800,000 mo- 
torists annually under the Na- 
tional Traffic Safety Act. 

Examining stations in some 
sections of the state — particu- 
larly the heavily populated 
areas north of Springfield—have 
been overcrowded on Wednes- 
day evenings while drivers in 
the southern half of the state 
have not been availing them- 
selves of the additional hours 
available for testing. Powell 
said, “It may become necessary 
to revamp the program in cer- 
tail facilities where participa- 
tion is not justifying extended 
hours of testin; . 

Only written re-examinations 
are given after 4:30 p.m. on 
Wednesdays, Under no circum- 
stances is a road test given dur- 
ing the evening. 

The increase in re-examina- 
tions to more than 1,750,000 per 
year has required opening of 
new facilities and hiring of ad- 
ditional staff, in addition to the 
expanded hours.

Canal Freight Shipments 
Topping Those of 1969 


Freight | shipments moving 
through the Chain of Rocks 
locks and) canal during May to- 
taled 4,440,368 tons, a drop of 
100,581 tons below the April ton- 
nage but an increase of 543,985 
tons above the May freight 
movements of 3,896,383 tons in 
May 1969, according to a report 
by the U. S. Army Corps of En- 
gineers. 

The report showed a ship- 
ment of 2,286,785 tons of com- 
mercial merchandise moved 
through the locks headed up 
river during May, while 2,152,858 
tons were locked through the 
canal on the way down river. 
An additional 725 tons of govern- 
ment merchanise also moved 
through the canal. 

The 4,440,368 tons of mer- 
chandise locked through the 
canal last month compared with 
4,540,949 tons in April and with 
3,896,383 in the same month a 
year ago.

No man has had more 
influence on higher education 
in Illinois. This university stands 
as living proof of this man’s 
ability,” Lockard said. “Many 
who would talk against him are 
not worthy to bow down and 
tie his shoelaces. 

Although avoiding any show of 
bitterness, Dr. Morris said, 
“Only a president with strong 
support from his board and oth- 
er authorities has the knowledge 
and the motivation to fight the 
battle successfully, for there 
are too many people on cam- 
puses who enjoy violence, con- 
done violence, yield to violence, 
or use violence to achieve their 
aims.” 


No Ill. State Income 
Tax for Servicemen 


Gov. Ogilvie on Friday signed 
legislation freeing all Illinois 
servicemen of paying 1970 and 
future state income taxes on 
their service pay. All‘those on 
active duty anywhere are ex- 
empt 

Federal income tax is still re- 
quired on the pay of service- 
men not in combat areas. 

The Illinois law takes effect 
July 1. Illinoisans will be able 
to get refunds for money with- 
held from their service pay this 
year. 

The governor also signed bills 
empowering the state to match 
local financing for municipal 
civic centers. The fund is to be 
financed by revenue from a 
one-half per cent portion of the 
49% tax on race track wagers; 
yearly funds are estimated at 
$114 million. 

Local-level exposition authori- 
ties, organized under 1969 legis- 
lation, can apply for the state 
funds.

Progress, Not 
Destruction is 
Goal--Sen. Smith 


“Progressive evolution, not a 
destructive revolution,” is the 
goal of education in this coun- 
try, U. S. Sen. Ralpt T. Smith 
(R-Alton) told the graduating 
class of John Marshall Law 
School in Chicago Saturday. 

“Violence in thinking and ac- 
tion is the cancerous contribu- 
tion of hard-core revolutionaries 
on our college campuses to- 
day,” Sen. Smith said, adding 
that “The revolutionaries do not 
believe in in a rule of law 
They are too lazy to confront 
the problems of a modern so- 
ciety with their minds. They 
find it much easier to use 
bricks and fire than logic and 
reason.” 

The senator said the small 
minority of student and non- 
student revolutionaries are an 
amazing paradox in that they 
condemn the benefits of de- 
mocracy “which supports the 
free enterprise system and puts 
clothes on their backs, food in 
their stomachs and roofs over 
their heads.” 

Damage Extensive 

Smith said figures from the 
Illinois Department of Law En- 
forcement show that student 
and non-student radicals caused 
more than $600,000 damage to 
campus and state property dur- 
ing recent college disturbances. 

He noted that more than 800 
persons were arrested during 
the disturbances, the greatest 
number of arrests being made 
at Southern Illinois University 
at Carbondale, 

“We must maintain our edu- 
cational system for the vast 
majority of serious students, 
but no law, right, or reason 
tells us we must support the 
destroyers in our midst,” the 
senator said. “These destroyers 
must be removed from the 
campuses, either by the college 
authorities or by the authority 
of the state. . . And I promise 
you. they will be removed.”’

Too Much Hoeing 

Too much hoeing and cultivat- 
ing slows down growth by prun- 
ing the roots and disturbing the 
soil. 

The best growth will occur 
when the plants are undis- 
turbed. When you provide 
plenty of solitude weeds will 
thrive to create a crowd and 
complicate our whole theory. 

Home gardeners use a vari 
ety of methods to beat the 
weeds without hoeing. Some use 
straw to mulch potatoes. The 
same idea will work with toma- 
toes, melons, peppers, etc. 
Landscapers use gravel and 
mulches to control weeds in 
shrubs. You can adapt the 
same idea to flowers and vege- 
tables by using grass clippings, 
ground corncobs, compost or a 
variety of other materials. 

Hoeing is still necessary in 
lots of situations but the strat- 
egy has changed. Hoe very 
shallow to kill-weeds but do not 
disturb the plant. Never deep 
cultivate unless you want to 
prune the roots and slow down 
the plant.

Future Physician Training at St. Eliz 


By Valerie Eve. uzn 
He has wanted to be a doc- 
tor since grade school and, at 
the moment, shows an inclina- 
tion toward the field of ortho 
pedics, an’ interest moderately 
stimulated by a personal bout 
with polio as a young child, 

The future physician is Keith 
H. Nunnelee, 22, a second year 
medical student at Washington 
University School of Medicine, 
St. Louis, who recently started 
a work-experience job at St. 
Elizabeth Hospital. 

Nunnelee counts himself for- 
tunate to have an opportunity 
to become familiar with the 
inner workings of a hospital 
early in his medical training 
career and also welcomes the 
chance. to earn funds while 
working at a job related to his 
chosen profession. 

He noted that such an advan. 
tage seldom is accorded medi- 
cal students prior to internship 
—in his case—three years from 
now. Most students rely on 
earnings secured outside the 
medical profession, frequently 
in construction work or similar 
seasonal occupations, to carry 
them through their lengthy 
schooling, he explained 

10-Week Period 

The young man will work at 
the local hospital for a ten 
week ‘period as part of a special 
summer job training program. 

The work-experience project is 
sponsored by the Student 
American Medical Association, 
with cooperation and _assist- 
ance of the Illinois Hospital As- 
sociation, the Illinois _ State 
Medical Society and the Illinois 
Chapter of ‘the American Acad- 
emy of General Practice 

At St. abeth Hospital, 
Nunnelee expects to gain valu- 
able experience in such areas 
as laboratory work, x-ray tech- 
niques, inhalation therapy and 

medicine

itself——all part of the overall 
program of exposure planned 
for him by the hospital staff. 

Pathologist Supervises 

Most assignments will be car- 
ried out under the direct super- 
vision of Dr. ‘Harry McLean, 
St. Elizabeth pathologist. 

It has been noticed, however, 
that many other physicians at 
the local hospital are more than 
willing to take the youthful med 
student “in hand’” and discuss 
with him their own particular 
specialty or interest.

Normally, four years of med 
ical school are needed for a de- 
gree, howev several stu- 
dents have elected to take the 
required training over a five. 
year period, the student noted. 

The medical student usually 
receives his first exposure to a 
patient in his sécond year of 
training by making hospital 
rounds once each week with a 
physician instructor. 

The initial two years of study 
consists of general. classroom 
work and lectures, he said. As 
juniors, students rotate through 
the various medical services 
and conclude their senior yea 
with a specific elective, broad- 
ening their studies in the spec- 
iality they hope to practice. 

Nunnelee was selected to take 
part in the work-experience 
program here after applying 
early in his second semester 
for the position.

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Preventing Mildew 

Take time. now to prevent 
mildew. It can become a seri 
ous problem during the muggy 
summer months. 

Molds cause mildew. Always 
present in the the molds 
grow in areas that are damp, 
warm, poorly aired and poorly 
lighted 

Mildew is a thin, often whit- 
ish growth produced on many 
kinds of surfaces. In homes, it 
is found most often on cotton, 
linen, rayon, silk, wool, leather, 
wood and paper. Many mr 
made fibers resist mildew. 

Places where mildew is often 
a problem include cellars, crawl 
clothes closets, bas 
recreation rooms and 
shower areas. 

In addition to leaving a musty 
odor, the molds can cause con- 
sid le damage. They discolor 
fabrics and sometimes eat into 
them so severely that fabrics 
rot and fall apart. Damp clothes 
rolled for ironing are highly 
susceptible to mildew. 

You can follow the: 
tions for preventing 

Seep items 
possible to di ‘age mildew 
growth. Before storing any 
fabric item, launder or dry- 
clean it. 

—In basement areas, try to 
remove the source of dampness. 

‘or instance, repair leaks, wa- 
terproof the walls and vent dry- 
ers to the outsid condi- 
tioners and dehumidifiers also 
help to remove excessive mois- 
ture from the air. 

Heating the house for a 
short period of time and then 
opening doors and windows will 
help remove the moisture-laden 
air, 

—To dry theyair in closets and 
other small areas, keep an elec- 
tric light bulb burning continu- 
ously. If the space it not too 
large, the heat will be sufficient 
to prevent mildew. Be certain, 
however, to place the bulb-so it 
is not a fire hazard. 

—Use silica gel, activated 
alumina, or calcium choride to 
absorb moisture from the air. 
Such chemicals are sold by de- 
partment stores, drugstores and 
building-supply dealers.

Recently, enzymes have been 
used for other purposes—such

These enzymes break down 
certain protein-containing soils 
and stains into simpler forms— 
so they: can be more easily re- 
moved by other detergent ingre- 
dients and the washing action. 

There are some stains that 
cannot be removed by enzyme 
detergents. They include rust, 

cooking oil, motor grease, 
and coffee and mustard stains, 
Pork High in Food Value 

Today's pork isn’t what it 
used to be — it’s better than 
ever, Helped by research, mod- 
ern farmers are producing a 
meat-type hog with ‘more lean 
and less fat than before. 

A serving of today’s pork 
averages about one and one- 
fourth times more protein, 
about two-thirds as many cal- 
ories as yesterday's pork. 

Diet - conscious homemakers 
need not worry about including 
pork in the family diet. A 3Y4- 
ounce serving of cooked pork— 
that’s a good-sized pork chop

Soil Tests Important 

Soil tests are an inventory of 
the nutrients and acidity in 
your soil. Tests are an impor- 
tant guide to a soil treatment 
program for growing field 
crops, lawns and gardens. 

Madison county farmers and 
homeowners have several thou- 
sand soil samples tested each 
year. A cupful of soil is enough 
for one soil sample. 

The pH test measures acidity 
or alkalinity. A pH of 7.0 is 
neutral. Tests, below 7.0 are 
acid, above 7.0, alkaline. 

A pH test of 6.0 to 6.5 is satis- 
factory for growing corn and 
soybeans. Alfalfa requixgs soils 
testing 6.5 or higher. 

Acid soils are treated by ap- 
plying from two to five tons of 
a good grade of agricultural 
limestone per acre. 

Another soil test is the Pl 
test. It measures the-pounds of 
available phosphorus per acre 
in a nine-inch plow depth. The 
test results are in terms of ele- 
mental phosphorus, not P205. 

PI tests below 10 are low. A 
test of 40 or above is very high. 
A long-range Pl test of 40 is 
satisfactory. It is not, necessary 
to build the P1 test higher than 
40. 

The P1 test is valuable in de- 
termining the amounts of avail- 
able phosphorus that needs to 
be applied for growing various 
kinds of crops 

Another test is the P2 test 
It measures total phosphorus in 
the soil. So the -P2 test is al- 
ways higher than the PI test. 
The P2 test provides the basis 
for making rock phosphate rec- 
ommendations. 

The soil test. for potassium 
measures pounds of available 
potassium per acre, It is the 
basis for making potassium or 
potash recommendations. Most 
of the soils in Madison county 
need 45 to 60 pounds of K20 per 
acre per year for field crops. 
Exceptions are the dark-colored 
bottomland soils which may 
need less than that amount, and 
alfalfa-land which needs con- 
siderably more than’ that 
amount annually. 

Alfalfa removes much potas 
sium ‘from the soil and will 
quickly starve unless the potas- 
sium removed is replaced, An- 
nual top-dressing of alfalfa with 
a large amount of potassium 
fertilizer is important. Use at 
least 30 pounds of K20 for each 
ton of alfalfa ‘hay removed. 

We do not have a soil test for 
nitrogen that can be . properly 
interpreted. Nitrogen recom- 
mendations are based on re- 
search and experience rather 
than soil test 

Soil labs can make accurate 
tests for secondary and minor 
elements such as zinc, calcium, 
and others, But we need more 
information than we now have 
to interpret most of those tests 
and to make recommendations 
for minor elements. 

Soil treatment should be 
made on an_ individual-field 
basis due to so many varieties 
involved. With that in mind, the 
following suggestions are of- 
fered as fairly common oil 
treatment needs 

Apply limestone according to 
soil test recommendations. 

A usual phosphorus need is an 
average of 30 pounds of avail- 
able P205 per acre per year, or 
apply rock phosphate according 
to acid tests. Wheat and other 
small grains need larger 
amounts of phosphorus. 

Potassium needs are usually 
45 to 60 pounds of K20 broad- 
cast per acre per year, perhaps 
less on dark bottomland: soils 
but more for alfalfa. 

With a very low phosphorus 
test, a side-placement row ap- 
plication of 30 or more pounds 
of available P205 per acre for 
corn and soybeans is advised 
if a broadcast application of 
potassium is not, made 


is one of the most completely 
digestible and utilized foods. 

In high-quality fresh pork the 
lean will be firm, grayish-pink, 
or darker in color, and it will 
have at least a slight amount 
of marbling. Soft, pale, watery 
lean is definitely less desirable. 

Choose cuts that have plump, 
full muscles and little fat 

And remember, don’t over- 
cook pork, For juicy, tender, 
flavorful roasts, cook to an in- 
ternal temperature of 179 de- 
grees F. instead of 185 degrees 
formerly recommended, 

Don’t Stint Detergent 

If you're dissatisfied with the 
appearance of your ‘‘clean” 
laundry, check the detergent 
manufacturer's instructions be- 
fore you blame the product or 
your washer. 

Results of a recent study of 
household laundering habits 
showed that most women do 
not use enough detergent in 
their: washing machines. The 
underuse of detergent means 
less cleaning power and may be 
the reason for inferior washing 
performance. Incidentally, the 
survey also showed! that about 
40 percent of the’ consumers 
never bother to look at direct- 
ions printed on the box. So for 
a cleaner wash, read the prod- 
uct label and follow directions. 





First Bids on July 8 After 
End of Highway Fund Freeze 


A special letting for high- 
way construction projects on 
Gov. Richard—B. Ogilvie's 1970 
road program in Madison and 
St. Clair counties, where use of 
federal funds was’ stopped July 
1, 1968, has been scheduled for 
Wednesday, July 8, Public 
Works Director William F. Cel- 
lini announced Friday. 

The freeze on federal funds 
was ordered by the U.S. Bu- 
reau of Public Roads because 
of alleged discrimination 
against employment of mem- 
bers of minority groups and 
the cost of construction in the 
two-county area. 

“The federal government re- 
cently lifted the ban on use of 
federal funds for highway con- 
struction in the two-county 
areas,” Cellini noted. ‘Now, 
the Division of Highways is 
ready to resume construction 
in this vital metropolitan area 
and the first step is to call for 
bids for work that has been de- 
layed. 

“Gov. Ogilvie took the lead in 
promoting a plan to guarantee 
equal employment opportuni- 
ties on highway construction in 


the two counties,” Cellini con- * 


tinued. “This led to action by 
Secretary of Transportation 
John A. Volpe in liftingf the 
freeze on use of federal funds.” 

The plan calls for establish- 
ment of a six-member local 
Equal Opportunity Administra- 
tive Committee to oversee re- 
cruitment, training and place- 
ment of minority group per- 
sons in construction trades 
jobs. 

Training Programs 

Training programs for six 
crafts are to be established, 
with 300 persons enrolled this 
construction season and 600 
next year. The crafts are: 
chauffeurs, operating engineers, 
ironworkers, cement masons, 
carpenters and laborers.

working in a trade would qual- 
ify for journeyman status and 
membership in a skilled trades 
union or whether he should be 
placed in a training program. 

Basic orientation and training 
programs are to be established 
for those applicants who do not 
qualify as- advanced trainees. 
Advanced trainees will be as- 
signed to jobs at the ratio of 
one to every four journeymen 
and will receive a percentage 
of the journeyman wage, Cel- 
lini said. . 

The state will include the 
plan in all highway construc- 
tion contracts in this ‘area, thus 
making contractors responsible 
for its implementation.

Park Board at 
Venice Okays 
$80,122 Budget 


A new budget and appropria- 
tion ordinance projecting ex- 
penditures of $80,122 during the 
1970-71 fiscal year has been ap- 
proved by the Venice Park dis- 
trict. 

The new budget is an in- 
crease of $9406 above last 
year's appropriation of $70,716. 

Virtually all of the addition- 

Virtually all of the additional 
funds appropriated in the 1970- 
71 budget are in the recreation- 
al fund which has been-set at 
$32,260, compared with a 1969- 
70 total of $21,500. 

A decrease of $1444 resulted 
in the general revenue budget 
in which budget items total 
$42,542 for the 1970-71 fiscal 
year which began May 1. Last 
year’s general fund items to- 
taled $43,986. 

The higher appropriation for 
the recreational fund results 
primarily from increased labor 
costs. The new budget sets up 
an item of $12,000 for hourly 
wages in caring for play- 
grounds and equipment. This is 
a 50% increase over last year's 
appropriation of $8000 for the 
same purpose. 

New Items Included 

A new item of $4000 designat- 
ed. for summer recreation pro- 
gram supervision also is  in- 
cluded in the recreational fund 
budget. Other new items of the 
recreational fund, not listed last 
year, include $500 for orna- 
mentation of the park building 
at Christmas, $2500 for new 
playground equipment, and $500 
for repair of equipment in the 
recreation building. 

In the general revenue fund 
the park board appropriated 
$22,387 for care of the grounds 
at Lee Park, compared with 
$23,066 in the 1969-70 budget. 
These items included $12,000 in 
wages for labor, unchanged 
from last year, and $2850 for 
lighting system ($2600 last 
year). 

Administrative costs in the 
general fund were reduced 
slightly from a total of $9890 
last year to $8550 in the new 
budget. An item of $1800 last 
year for a general foreman of 
maintenance was eliminated 
entirely, ,put the board raised 
to $1500" the appropriation for 
payment of board members’ ex- 
penses attending the Illinois 
Association of Park District 
convention. This item was $1100 
last year. 

Election Fund Listed 

The general fund this year 
also includes $305 for election 
expense, an item that was in- 
cluded in last year’s budget. 
The fund includes $125 for elec- 
tion judges, $606 for supplies, 
$60 for ballots and $60 for pub- 
lications. 

Appropriation for the Illinois 
Municipal Retirement Fund 
was set at $3500, unchanged 
from last year, and the appro- 
priation for the police depart- 
ment was unchanged at $3100. 
The sum of $200 for the annual 
audit was budgeted, compared 
to $600 last year. 

The sum of $1620 was budg- 
eted for liability insurance, 
compared with $1130 last year 

Separate tax levies are ap- 
proved for the auditing and li- 
ability insurance accounts. 

Payments on principal and 
interest of the park district's 
building bonds are not listed in 
the appropriation bill. These are 
extended separately by the 
county clerk’s office under the 
original bonding ordinance.

“to encourage quality develop- 
ment and civic responsibility”

Park Is a Reality 

“Horseshoe Lake state park 
became a reality on Oct. 15, 
1969, when Gov. Ogilvie signed 
legislation under which the lake 
was added to the Illinois park 

ystem and funds were provided 
to purchase 1700 acres of the 
lakebed and adjacent land. This 
event culminated a campaign 
of more than 40 years by vari 
ous organizations and commu- 
nity leaders. 

“If one persons were to be 
selected as key in the fight to 
establish Horseshoe Lake as a 
park, it would have to be Mr. 
Henry Karandjeff, who was 
chairman of the Horseshoe Lake 
Park Commission since its in- 
ception. He found to keep the 
proposal alive through the 1950s 


and 1960s, in periods when hope 


was slim and other advocates 
had become discouraged. 

“His persistence and tenacity 
inspired many of the supporters 
to continue their efforts, even- 
tually tipping the scales to the 
achievement of a dream.

Honors for Gabriel 

Leamon pointed out, in mak- 
ing the presentation to Henry 
Gabriel, that before becoming 
park board commission and 
president, Gabriel, a local ar- 
chitect, designed the Wilson 
Park ice rink. 

“In addition to an - excellent 
overall recreation program,” 
Leamon continued, “the Gran- 
ite City park district has one of 
the most attractive ice skating 
rinks in the nation, constructed 
at the cost of about $4 

“The facility has attré 
tention from park districts all 
over the nation. The pavilion, 
a futuristic structure containing 
a standard 85x185-foot skating 
area, was financed through a 
general obligation bond 
that was approved by a margin 
of ‘nearly 4-to-1. 

Passage of the bond 
maxed a well-organize 
paign and reflected the citi- 
zens’ confidence in the park 
district board. The Granite City 
park district recreation center 
and ice rink opened on Oct. 27, 
1967, and has had 147,223 skat- 
ers in the past three years.

Former Granite Cityan 

Presenting the award to Wal- 
ston, the awards chairman point-
